100 persons were injured in gun battles and 
by thrown stones or clubs, and at midnight 
1,000 angry strikers were grouped round the 
works, each with half a brick ora gun. More 
bloodshed ts expected at daybreak, when the 
company declares it will make another at- 
tempt to start its works.

Refuse to Admit Selves Hurt. 

In addition to this it is estimated that 
almost 100 others were hurt in the different 
clashes between the strikers and special 
officers, but all were hurried away by their 
friends, who are keeping them under cover. 
At least seven women were seen to be carried 
away by friends, but no trace of them can be 
found. They are foreigners who had taken 
part in the riot. Their friends fear the law, 
so refuse to admit they. are injured. 

Dr. Davidson of Ohio Valley hospital said 
tonight that he had dressed the wounds of 
nine seriously injured persons today whose 
names he did not learn and each of them de- 
clined to remain in the hospital. Scores were 


| attended to by other physicians in the hos- 


pital, while physicians in town have beep 
busy since noon binding up wounds. 

In additién to a battle at noon and one at 
.6.p..m. im each of which about fifty people 
were injured, there Was a battle on the Ohio 
river tonight, the extent of which is not yet 
known. ' 


Steamer Flees After Battle. 

The steamer Steel Queen, owned by the 
Pressed Steel Car company, while trying to 
land some strikebreakers in the mills by way 
of the water gates leading from the Ohio 
river, was fired on by 300 strikers concealed 
on the river bank. The strikebreakers and 
boat crew were well armed and returned the 
fire twofold. There were more than 100 shots 
exchanged before the Steel Queen turned 
and ran for the farther shore of the river. 

Here the men were disembarked. It is not 
known how many of the passengers were in- 
jured, as the place where they were landed 
is isolated and the men soon disappeared. 
It is known that some of the strikers were 
hit by bullets from the Steel Queen, but their 
names cannot be learned, as they were spirit- 
ed away by friends, some of them being 
carried. | 

This incident bids fair to become impor- 
tant, as the Pressed Steel Car company an- 
nounced tonight that tomorrow it will file 
complaint with the war department at 
Washington that they were fired upon while 
on the waters of the United States. This, 
they claim, may constitute an act of piracy, 
and they have hopes that the governinent 
will deal with the strikers. 


Some Paid Less than $1 a Day. 


of the big plant, which on account of con- 
ditions under which the employes are forced 
to work, is known the country over as the 
‘‘Last Chance.” The men were forced to 
work in pools. They were arranged in groups 
+ and given numbers. They had no fixed wage, 
but at the end of every two weeks a certain 
sum was set aside foreach group. According 
to this system skilled workmen labored from 
7 a. m. until 5:80 p. m., six days a week, at 
a rate frequently less than $1 per day.

Then the men in the various depart- 
ments became interested and although there 
is no union at the plant practically all formed 
a mutual agreement to strike. When word 
calling for a walkout was spread yesterday 
8,850 stopped work simultaneously.

Men Claim Strong Grievances. 

The strike, however, was the outcropping 
of constantly increasing dissatisfaction 
which dates from the reopening of the plant 
five months ago for the firet time since the 
panic of 1907. At that time all wages were 
cut, but the men were told that the arrange- 
ment would be temporary. According to a 
statement by the men wages instead of being 
increased had been cut still further, and re- 
ductions were being made almost weekly. 
Then the pool system of payment was in- 
augurated whereby the men were employed 
in gangs without being told what wages 
they were to receive. At the end of two 
weeks a sum was apportioned to each pool 
and divided among the men in ft. According 
to this scale it is sald that skiJled mechanics 
have been receiving $18.75 for twelve days’ 
work. Should they fail to work the full 
twelve days they would not receive any pay 
at all. 

Another grievance of the men was the falfl- 
ure of the company to repair the time check- 
ing clocks which register the hours of labor 
put in by each man, orto assume responsibil- 
ity for its alleged incorrect notations. The 
‘men declare the clock is so irregular that 
they lose several hours each week. and that

FIND LEAK IN CIVIL SERVICE | 


Officials Hear Fire Lieutenants 
Receive Exam ‘‘Tip.”’

Duplicates Revealed, Test Annulled, 
and Inquiry Launched. 


One or more of the 105 fire department lieu- 
tenants who took the promotional examina- 
tion for captain yesterday obtained the 
questions in advance through a leak in the 
guardianship of the official (est. When this 
was discovered President Lower of the city 
civil service commission annulled the entire 
examination and began a still hunt for the 
person responsible for the leak. 

The examination began at 9:30 a. m. in the 
Market street examinatiaon rooms, with all 
the aspirants for the rank of captain in their 
places. At 9 o'clock, a full half hour before 
the official envelope was unsealed and the 
questions given out by the examiners, a copy 
of the questions was placed in the hands of 
Corporation Counsel Brundage by a member 
of the fire department. 

Mr. Brundage was told that this copy rep- 
resented the information concerning the 
questione that had gone out in advance to 
certain lieutenants taking the examination. 


Protests It Is Unfair. 

“This examination is unfair and ought to 
be called off,’’ the fireman told the city’s law 
officer. ‘‘ Here are the questions that they 
will give out in half an hour, and they have 
been seen by men taking the examination.”’ 

Mr. Brundage hurried with the copy to the 
office of President Lower and a meeting of 
the civil service commission was called at 
once. The discovery was kept a secret, 
however, and the examination allowed to 
proceed with the lieutenants in ignorance of 
what had transpired. 

The identity of the fireman who divulged 
the crookednese connected with the examina- 
tion is being guarded with great secrecy. 
At first it was reported that it was a lieuten- 
ant, but later information was to the effect 
that it was a capain who had learned of 
what was going on. 


Seek Source of Leak. 

The source of the leak was the first subject 
of inquiry and Fire Marshal Horan, who pre- 
pared the questions, was immediately called 
into conference with President Lower and 
Corporation Counsel Brundage. 

President Lower placed the list of ques- 
tions on the table and said: 

“The fact that any member of the fire 
department can write that list of questions 
even half an hour before the examination 
begins is proof sufficient to me that there 
has been a leak. The examination wil! have 
to be called off."’ 

The inquiry failed to develop where the 
leak had occurred. The questions had been 
handled by only a few persons. 

They were selected by Fire Marsha! Hora 
and Assistant Marsha! Seyferlich from more 
than 100 questions from other cities and pre- 
vious examinations on Saturday afternoon 
and Sunday morning. 

The questions were dictated by the chief 
in his private office to his secretary, John 
Murphy, and his shorthand notes were locked 
in Assistant Marshal Seyferlich’s desk. 

Two copies were made, both originals, and 
one given to Fire Marshal Horan and the 
other, in a sealed envelope, taken to the 
civil service commission. After being looked 
over by President Lower and Capt. Percy B. 
Coffin, the secretary, they were given to 
Franklin Raber, the chief examiner, and 
locked in his desk in a sealed envelope until 
Tuesday afternoon. Mimeograph copies were 
made under his direction late in the after- 
noon. 

Copy That Leaked Out. 

The questions in the copy given Corpora- 
tion Counsel Brundage are differently ar-

PROFESSOR IS GIVEN DIVORCE; 
SEQUEL TO COLLEGE ROMANCE. 


Warren H. Lewis, Son of Oak Park 
Lawyer and Member of Johns Hop- 
kins Faculty, Proves Wife Left Him 


Baltimore, Md, July 14—[Special.)—Dr. 
Warren H. Lewis, a professor in Johns Hop- 
king university, was granted an absolute di- 
vorce today in the Circuit court from Eula 
L. Waters Lewis. 

The divorce is the culminatfon of a ro- 
mance begun while Dr. Lewis and his wife, 
who was Miss Waters, were students together 
at the University of Michigan. The couple 
left the university together Nov. 12, 1895, 
and, journeying to Saline, Mich., were mar- 
ried by a justice of the peace. They returned 
to the university and continued their studies 
for a while. No one knew anything about 
the marriage until the following January, 
when Dr. Lewis told his friends. 

Dr. Lewis states in his testimony that he 
chided his wife for her behavior Feb. 1, 1896, 
not three months after the ceremony, and 
she left him and went west to California, and 
since that date he says he has not seen her. 

John Lewis, a lawyer of 424 North Oak 
Park avenue, Oak Park, L1., father of Dr. 
Lewis, stated in his testimony that he had 
heard of his son's secret marriage and the 
charges againet the wife. In Chicago he 
met his daughter-in-law and says she ad- 
mitted the charges. 
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GIBBONS HITS DIVORCE LAWS 


Cardinal Replies to Address of 
Former Justice Brown. 


CITES WORDS OF SAVIOR. 


| Says Great Teacher Opposed Breaking 
of Marriage Vuws. 


Baltimore, Md., July 14.—Cardinal Gib- 
bons in an interview today replied to the re- 
marks of former Supreme Court Justice 
Henry B. Brown on the subject of divorce 
before the Maryland Bar association at Old 
Point Comfort last week. The cardinal, 
after expressing his high esteem for the for- 
mer justice, both as a citizen and a jurist, 
said: 

‘*He is reported to have referred to the 
founder of the Christian religion as an ‘ ideal- 
ist,’ whose sentiments, while suitable to legs 
favored times and circumstances, are not 
adapted to this enlightened age. 


Christ’s Teachings Used as Model, 

“ The learned jurist will permit me to say 
that the teachings of Christ have been the 
basis of all Christian legislation for nearly 
2,000 years and continue to be the Hght and 
guide of hundreds of millions of souls. And 
there is no subject which he treats more fully 
and clearly than the question of marriage, 
which is the foundation srone of our family 
and social life. 

“In three of the gospels he proclaims the 
unity of marriage and permits separation of 
a married couple only in the cause of adu)- 
tery. 

‘*I don’t see why a law which has been en- 
forced and cordially accepted in every age 
and country where Christianity dominates 
should be considered obsolete or impractica- 
ble in the United States.” 

Blames Lax Laws for Divorce. 

The cardinal continued: 

‘* Divorces are multiplied not because min- 
isters willingly assist at ill assorted mar- 
riages, but because loose legislation on 
matrimony renders it easy for married 
parties to annul the marriage bond. 

“If the civil laws of all our states were as 
strict as they are in South Carolina and in 
Canada, the persons contemplating mar- 
riage would seriously and prayerfully reflect; 
they would study each other’s dispositions 
and temperament before entering into a con- 
tract which would bind them for life. And 
certainly the peace and good order in the 
family life in South Carolina and Canada can 
be favorably compared with the domestic 
conditions existing in those states where 
divorces can be easi:y obtained.”’ 


FIRE ON LAKE AROUSES FEAR. 


North Shore Residents Thought Burn- 
ing Shed Might Be a Vessel 
in Danger. 


An abandoned shafthouse. anchored to the 
northeast breakwater, caught fire at 1 
o'clock this morning and in a short time 
lighted up the lake for miles around. So 
far as was learned no-one was hurt, though 
a dozen fishermen were in the building at the 
time. Many north shore residents went to 
the lake front thinking a boat was on fire. 

From the Nghthouse came a call for assist- 
ance as soon as the fire was discovered. 
Capt. Garland of the life saving station 
at the mouth of the river and the fireboat 
Illinois went to the scene. 

Twenty feet from the shack is the oil house 
from which the lighthouse at the south end 
of the pier derives its supply for the lighting 
of the beacon. Fear was at first felt that the 
flames swould reach this, but the wind car. 
ried the sparks away from the tank. 

It is believed that one of the fishermen who 
use the building was smoking a pipe and 
carelessly dropped a match that set fire to 
the dry floor.

URION PRESIDENT; 
VOTE UNANIMOUS 


Schneider Withdraws from 
School Board Contest and 
Places Name of Opponent 

in Nomination. 


STANDS BY HIS RECORD. 


New Official Addresses His Col- 
leagues and Predicts an 
Era of Absolute 
Harmony. 


Alfred R. Urion wae unanimously elected 
President of the Chicago board of education 
last night. In one of the most dramatic 
scenes in the history of the board, President 
Otto C. Schneider nominated Vice President 
Urion to succeed him in the position which 
he had occupied fo? two yearr and to which 
he had hopéd to be re#lected 

The voluntary and gracious retirement of 
President Schneider came as an unexpected 
climax of a contest without paralle! in the 
history of the board. It prevented an open 
conflict which days of conferences and of 
strenuous campaigning by the supporters of 
President Schneider and Vice President 
Urion could not avert. It united the board 
into a close knit, harmonious body, where 
only a matter of hours before open dissen- 
sion and threats of several resignations had 
existed. 

None except President Schneider's closest 
friends knew of his purpose to withdraw 


’ from the contest and these knew only a quar- 


ter of an hour before the meeting. A final 
conference in the afternoon had failed te 
relieve the situation and both sides settled 
down for a contest on the floor of the board. 


Conference Ends Contest. 

The end came in a conference in President 
Schneider's office just before the meeting. 
The conferees were President Schneider, 
Adolph F. Gartz, and Oscar F. Griefenhagen, 
his staunchest supporters, Frank LL Ben- 
nett. and Dr. James B. McFatrich. A close 
canvass of the members of the board was 
made. To these men who had worked over 
the situation for days and nights it was 
known in advance how each member would 
vote. It was known that the Urion forcer 
were confident of fifteen votes. 

It was then that President Schneider an- 
nounced his proposed action. 

* Gentlemen, I all withdraw from the 
contest," he said simply. “1 was led to be- 
lieve that a strong majority of the board 
wished to re#lect me. That seems not to be 
the case. I do not wish to see the board of 
education torn w'th dissension nor do I wish 
to hold a position to which I cannot be 
elected by a gooi majority of the member® 
of the board. I shail withdraw in favor of 
Mr. Urion.” 


Throng in the “Gallery.” 

The five men enterec the assemwuiy room of 

the board together. Vice President Urion 
had come in only a few minutes before and 
the other members. save Dr. Aifred U. Kobn, 
who is in Europe, were in their places. A 
crowd of men and women occupied’ the chairs 
in the scanty “ gallery.’ filled every avaii- 
able foot of floor epace. crowced against the 
railings and overfiowed out into the corridor. 
Even the doorways of the cloakrooms, set 
aside for the members of the board, were 
filled with spectators assembled to witness 
the end of a determined campaign. 
(he first action of President Schneider 
after entering the space railed off for the 
members’ desks, was to make his way to 
where Vice President Urion stood chatting 
with several members anda offer his hand. 
The rival candidates clasped hands and 
President Schneider spoke a few words in Mr. 
Urion’s ear. A look of amazement passed 
over the latter's face, but in a moment Presi- 
dent Schneicer was making his way to the 
president's desk. The members took their 
seats as President Schneider took hie chair 
and weighed his gavel. 


All Present Except Dr. Kohn. 

“The board will please come to order,” he 
announced firmly. “ The secretary wil! cai] 
the roll.”’ 

The roll] call found every member present 
with the exception of Dr. Kohn, and Presi- 
dent Schneider announced a quorum. 

Dr. Guerin asked to have an error in the 
minutes of the previous meeting corrected, 
and then the climax came. Theodore W. 
Robinson rose from his seat. 

**Mr. President,’’ he said, “in view of the 
general custom of adjourning at this meeting 
for the summer vacation, I move that the 
rules be suspended and that we proceed to 
the election of officers.”’ 

The motion was put to a roll call and was 
carried unanimously. 

“ We wiil proceed with the election of offi- 
cers,” President Schneider announced. “I 
will call Mr. Cameron to the chair.”’ 

President Schneider and Trustee Cameron 
exchanged places. 

“We will proceed to elect officers, and 
nominations are now in order,” announced 
Mr. Cameron. President Schneider rose from 
his seat, stepped into the aisle, and immedi- 
ately became the center for sll eyes. 


Stands on His Record. 

“T stand here. gentlemen, with no apologies 
to offer,” he said. ‘* My record as a member 
and an officer of the board is clear. I have 
done everything in the last two years in 
which I have occupied the presidency that | 
coulé do for the Chicago schools. There is no 
doubt that every member has a right to share 
in the honors of the board of education. There 
is no doubt that every member should have 
an opportunity to do so. Of the men we have 
among ue I could make no better selection for 
the presidency than to present the name of 
Alfred R. Urion. I believe that the position 
cannot be better filled than by his election.” 

While a hush of amazement passed over 
members of the board and audience alike, 
Adolph F._Garts rose to second the nomina- 
tion. 

“I second the nomination and move that 
the secretary be inetructed to cast one 
unanimous ballot for Mr. Urion,”’ he said. 

“ The secretary will cast one ballot fer Mr. 
Urion and I therefore declare him unani- 
mously eleeted as president of this body,” 
ordered Mr. Cameron. Then Mr. Schneider 
and Mr. Garts escorted President Urion to 
the president's desk. Mr. Urion bowed ane 
‘took the chair. 


Urion Expresses Thanks. 

“ Fellow members of the beard, I feel deeply 
affected by the outcome of the proceedings 
tonight,” said President Urion.

Urion Is Congratulated. 

After adjournment the events of the even- 
ing were discussed among the trustees and 
congratulations and handclasps were show- 
ered on both President Urion and Mr. Schnei- 
der. President Urion wgs the first to shake 
the latter's hand. 

‘*F had absolutely no intimation that Mr. 
Schneider was to nominate me,’ President 
Urion declared. ‘ rlig action came as 4 sur- 

rise to me, but it was an action that I ap- 
preciate more than I cantell. The board is 
all peace and harmony now, and it will be 
my endeavor to continue this happy state of 
affairs.”’ 

Mr. Schneider repeated his statement to 
the members who attended the conference in 
his office as the reason for his action. 

“TIT have reconsidered my purpose to re- 
sign as a member of the board,” he said, 
when asked if he would hold to the terms of 
regignaticn which he had placed in the hands 
of Mayor Busse. “I shall not resign—not 
now. This fall, however, I will take an ex- 
tended trip through Europe with my family. 
I°do not know how long we shall pe gone, 
but eventually we will return to Chicago. I 
hope that «very one is satisfied with my 
action.” 


Why They Voted for Urion. 

“Mr. Schneider made a mighty good presi- 
dent, and we would be sorry to seé him leave 
the board,’’ said Trustee Joseph Downey. 
“‘I Hke Mr. Schneider, and while, as I said, 
I think he made a good president, I voted 
for Mr. Urion because I think that two years 
is long enough for any man to hold the pres- 
idency of the school board. It ought to be 
rotated.” 

Frank I. Bennett, who was recently ap- 
_ pointed to the board, said: ‘“‘I am a new 
member and just feeling my way aboutinthe 
board of education. My attitude was non- 
partisan, and although [ think Mr. Schneider 
would have made a good president for an- 
other year as he has done in the past, I also 
believe that Mr. Urion is a good man for 
the position and rather than have any contro- 
versy over the matter I voted for him with 
~the other members.”’ ' 

Trustee Chester Dawes had little to say. 
**I voted for the man whom | thought would 
make a good president and so did all the 
others. If the other man had been elected 
the same thing would have beentrue. This 
is a harmonious body.’ 


All Harmonious, Says McFatrich. 

“ Things have turned out harmoniously, as 

we all hoped they would, but hardly ex- 
pected,”’ said Dr. McFatrich. ‘‘My main 
thought throughout this whole matter has 
been the hope that some solution could be 
worked out that would. prevent disruption 
and preserve harmony and good feeling 
among the members. I think that has been 
the main thought with all of us, anditisa 
wish that has been realized in an unexpected 
brvt ultra-satisfactory: way.” 
' “Well, it turned out in a way which some 
of us did not expect, but which is best, after 
ell, perbaps,”’ said Mr. Greifenhagen. “ If 
am sorry to see President Schneider retire 
from office, but I think he did a fine thing 
tonight, an act which is a fitting climax to 
his untiring devotion to the schools of Chi- 
cago. Their best interests have always been 
closest to his heart, as his action tonight 
shows.”’ 

After the board rooms were clearec and 
the events of the evening had been discussed 
President Urion gave an “ election dinner ” 
at the Edelweiss restaurant. Among the 
guests were Mr. Schneider, Mr. Dawes, Mr. 
Robinson, Mr. Greifenhagen, Mr. Downey, 
Dr. McFatrich. Mr. Spiegel, and Mr. Morron. 


Career of New President. 

Mr. Urion, the new president, was born 
near Salem, N. J., Sept. 20, 1863. He re- 
ceived. his education in the Central High 
school in Philadelphia, and in the South 
Jersey institute. Choosing the profession of 
law he took the famous advice of Horace 
Greeley, ‘““Go west, young man, gO west,”’ 
and went to North Dakota shortly after he 
Was graduated from the South Jersey insti- 
tute. He studied law in the office of Henry 
Miller at Fargo, N. D., and was admitted to 
the bar in 1884. Subsequently he also was 
admitted to the bar in Minnesota, and prac- 
ticed law in St. Paul uncil 1888. 

With only four years’ experience in his 
profession, ‘Mr. Urion saw in Chicago a 
young man’s “land of promise,.”’ a field of 
wice opportunities. He received an offer of 
the position of general attorney for Armour 
& Co., accepted, and moved to Chicago. This 
position gave Mr. Urion a prominent plece 
among the members of the legal profession in 
Chicago. Five years ago he was advanced 
to be general counsel fcr the company. 


Republican in Politics. 

Although Mr. Urion always has been . 
ested in Republican politics and had fcc 
in a number of minor public capacities, his 
appointmient to the Chicago board of educa- 
tion gave him his first important public of- 
fice. He was appointed a member of the board 
by Mayor Busse in May, 1907, when the 
mayor undertook the reorganization of the 
board. Mr. Urion’s persona] popularity and 
ability were recognized by his colleagues 
on the board by his election as vice president. 

In this capacity he served until last night. 
By ancestry Mr. Urion is descended from 
the English Quakers on his father's side, and 
from old Irish stock on the maternal side. 
By marriage he is related to one of the old 
families of Illinois. In 1885 Mr. Urion mar- 
ried Miss Mabel Kimball of Carlinville, IN. 
daughter of Henry M. Kimball, then editor 
of the Carlinville Democrat. They have two 
sons, Henry and Alfred R. Jr., and two 
daughters, Frances and Virginia. Mr. 
Urion’s belief in the advantages of higher 
education is attested to by the fact that both 
sons and daughters are attending college 
and are graduates from the Chicago schools. 
Mr. Urion is a member of the Union 
League, Press, Midday, and Oakland clubs.

Story Based on One in Canada. 

This affair is the one on which Mr. Short 
beiieves the Gingles girl based her’ ccnduct 
and subsequent story in Chicago, leading to 
the long drawn out recital of filth and in- 
nuendo in the Criminal court, where she is 
on trial for the theft of lace from Miss Agnes 
Barrette. Mr. Short obtained the story of 
the farmhouse episode from the attorney for 
the crown at Belleville. 

That Mr. O'Donnell also had heard of.the 
story of the girl who tied herself up in Can- 
ada was shown by an immediate objection 
on his part when Mr. Short asked a question 
leading up to discussion of that case. 

While the state was driving the girl to the 
wall by testimony of crushing strength, At- 
torney O'Donnell announced to newspaper 
men that he would explode’a bomb that 
would shatter the case of the state by at- 
tacking one of thé state's witnesses. How- 
ever, when Miss Barrette tearfully made 
final denials of the stories of the Gingles 
girl, Attorney O'Donnell wavered and re- 
leased her from the stand without cross ex- 
amination. 


Scars Identified by Women. — 

O’Donnell then examined members of 
women’s clubs and nurses as to whether the 
scars now showing on Ella Gingles were 
due to the wounds she exhibited after she 
was taken to the Frances Willard hospital 
from the Wellington hotel. They all testi- 
fied that they believed the scars to be due 
to the original wounds, but Mr. Short's 
cross examination left the value of their ob- 
servations in doubt. 

When court was adjourned, with a prospect 
that the defense might close its case by noon 
today—possibly with a declaration by Miss 
Gingles that in one of the witnesses for the 
state she recognized a person who attacked 
-her in the ‘hotel—the important testimony of 
the hearing rested with the Canadian wit- 
nesses. 

These witnesses were brought from Belle- 
ville by Assistant State's Attorney Charles 
Furthmann, and included Dr. W. J. Gibson, 
superintendent of the Belleville hospital; 
David 8. Thornton, in whose house the girl 
was employed as a domestic following her 
arrival from Ireland, and William E. Mc- 
Cormick, a photographer.

STRIKE SUSPECTS’ TRAIL. 


Investigators Prepare for Two 
New Arrests; Labor Men’s 
Inquiry Continues. 


A lengthy conference between Acting 
Chief Schuettler, Acting Assistant Chief 
Lavin, and Capt. O'Brien yesterday after- 
hoon, it was agreed that the arrest of two 
more men, instead of one as originally 
planned, was necessary to entirely clear the 
mystery surrounding the bomb outrages. 

For a time the police had confined their 
efforts to the apprehension of a certain 
“south side man” to whom George Bene- 
dict, the Summit, Ill, farmer. sold the 
“phony " bomb, but ‘a compilation of police 

’ reports on robberies of dynamite caused the 
officials to broaden their investigations. 

The seemingly minor reports received now 
and again appeared insignificant when con- 
sidered singly, but when taken together, as 
was the case at the conference, gave indica- 
tions of a systematic plan of robbery. 

Police reports covering a period of two 
years show an astonishing number of rob- 
beries of dynamits s.ore sheds throughout 
the county, particularly at, Hawthorne and 
Summit, which places appear to have been 
paid monthly visits by the robbers. Nearly 
eyery stone quarry owner in Cook county 
has complained of robbery at some time or 
another. This, the police say, shows why 
they could not trace more dynamite from the 
various dealers in Chicago to persons likely 
-o make illegal use of the explosive. 


* 
Labor Leaders Active. 

While the police are bending every effort 
‘oward the apprehension of these men labor 
leaders are preparing to apply to thelr own 
use the information the police have made 
sublic and are working on the theory that 
he gamblers alone are responsible for the 
different explosions. 

Attorney James T. Brady, one of the three 
lawyers retainec to defend Vincent A. and 
Joseph Altman, during the day requested 
State's Attorney Wayman to issue a sub- 
poena for Benedict. The farmer satisfied the 
police that he made but one bomb and gave 
the name of the men to whom he sold it and 
was allowed to depart. 

Labor leaders claim to have received infor- 
mation through their newly organized secret 
service that the police have not made public 
everything Benedict told them, and desire to 
interview him in open court. Brady intimateg 
he will, through Benedict's testimony, clear 
labor of complicity in the crimes. Mr. Brady 
said ‘‘the police feared getting their fingers 
burned through Benedict's revelations and 
dropped him.”’ 


O’Brien Follows Gambling Clew. 

Capt. O’Brien in the evening had a long 
conference with a former south side gambler 
and saloonkeeeper now engaged in a “ legiti- 
mate’’ business, who is supposed to have 
given valuable information regarding the in- 
terest certain big gamblers may have had in 
the bomb explosions. Later the police official 
made this statement: 

‘I will not disciose the name cf my inform- 
ant, because I believe he has more informa- 
tion. All I care to say is that he gave evi- 
dence which tightens the coll of suspicion 
around Felix Sharkey, the Worth township 
constable, who recently received twenty-five 
pounds of dynamite at Morgan Park, and 
indicated that the gamblers were much con- 
cerned in the bomb outrages. My informant 
divulged certain secrets which showed that 
more than one gambler was concerned, and 
while I am not sure that I can base further 
prosecutions on his statements, it means that 
a couple of fellows will have to come forward 
and clear tneir skirts or defend against prob- 
able charges. The information I received 
looks good just now, anyhow.” 

It transpired during the day that the “‘south 
side man’’ the police are seeking was none 
other than the original suspect fn the blow- 
ing up of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
bridge at East Chicago four months ago. 
Four policemen have spent two days scour- 
ing South Chicago for the suspect. 

“fhe man who threw * bomb $1.’ will be 
punished, no matter what sort of a clamor 
labor unions make,’ said <Acting Chief 
Schuettler at night. ‘‘ They are wrong when 
they say we won't introduce testimony on 
the bomb throwing.”

Boston, Mass., July 14.—[Special.]—Wom- 
an’s suffrage was proclaimed above the 
pounding of the surf at Nantasket beach yes- 
terday by a party of Boston suffragettes, 
‘who, attired in trim fitting bathing suits, 
held a meeting in the water, just out of reach 
Had 
the officer sought to stop the violation of the 
park rules of holding a meeting on park 
property without a permit he would have 
had to don a bathing suit, which ho did 
not do. 

Mrs. Richard Fitzgerald, leader of the 
party, talked at length of the points in favor 
of woman suffrage while an attentive crowd 
of several hundred assembled on the beach 
and in the water, for the speaker’s main 
appeal was to the male and female contingent 
bathing in the.surf. 

It undoubtedly was the first time that 
woman's suffrage ever was proclaimed in 
this country with the waters of the Atlantic 
ocean playing an accompaniment as they 
tumbled and dashed about the fair dposile 
of woman's rights. 

The party succeeded in flying a large kite 
with a background of yellow and the letters 
in black, ‘‘ Votes for Women.”’ This proceed- 
ing attracted thousands of people.

ELSIE SIGEL ENDED OWN LIFE, 
SAYS A CHINESE REPORT. 


Official Court Bulletin from Peking Or- 
ders Consuls to Protect Leon Ling, 
Accused of Crime. 


Denver, Colo., July 14.—[Special.]—A copy 
of an official court bulletin of Peking con- 
cerning the death of Elsie Sigel in New York 
was made public today by Lee Wing, one of 
the most prominent Chinese here. Agents 
of the Chinese government try to make it ap- 
pear the girl committed suicide. Wing says 
the Chinese consuls were told to protect 
Leon Ling until the police acknowledge he 
was not responsible for her death. 

A translation of the official report says ip 
part: : 

** Elsie Sigel called at the room of Ling the 
day she died and pleaded with him to make 
some reparation for the wrong he had in- 
fiicted upon her or to protect her from the 
wrath of her people. 

“ Angered by her persistency, which had 
become tiresome to him, and which, because 
of the customs of his race, he could not fully 
understand, he left her, refusing to accede 
to her demands. | 

“Miss Sigel had come prepared for just 
such a refusal, and immediately took poison, 
the effects of which she had learned from 
Ling in other days.”’

A telegram from Mrs. Miller at Blairsville 
Pa., was received today by Sheriff Heikes: 
“Am ready:to come to Watseka when- 
ever Tam needed,”’ was all the message said. 
The importance of this telegram was such 
that the sheriff immediately summoned the 
gtate’s attorney to his office to ask his ad- 
vice in regard to sending for Mrs. Miller. 
The telegram then was turned over to Dr. 
Miller, who replied to it with a letter to 
his wife in which he implored her to come to 
him. He protested his innocence and de- 
dared that his relations with Mrs. Milter 
never had been improper. The missive was 
prief and was censored by Sheriff Heikes 


before it was mailed. . 


Preacher Demands Punishment. 
The funeral of the slain banker was held 
at his home in Crescent City at 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and several hundred per- 
sons from Watseka and the surrounding 
country attended. The Rev. Joseph Bell of 
Watseka delivered the fuperal sermon, and 
in strong language demanded that the per- 
gons responsible for Sayler’s death be pun- 
ished, no matter who they may be. 
“The cruel killing of John Byron Sayler 
js a blight on the good name of this com- 
, munity,” he said. “‘ We are a law abiding 
people, and we love our homes above every- 
thing else. When they are destroyed our 


- Jives might as well go out with them. 


“My friend is dead. He cannot tell his side 
of the awful story which ended in his death. 
But there are those living who can tell, and 
the law undoubtedly will take due cognizance 
of their knowledge. 


Sayler Suffered in Silence. 

“TI knew Byron Sayler well. He wasoneof 
my best friends. He loved his home and his 
family as no other man I know. He never 
harmed a human’ being in his life. When 
trouble finally came to him in his home he 
did not-take any one into his confidence. He 
kept his troubles to himself and suffered in 
silence. His home was broken up, but he 
said nothing. : 

“This cruel death still is shrouded in mys- 
tery. This atrocious crime yet is to be ac- 
counted for. A man’s home is his castle and 
when it is invaded the guilty should be pun- 
ished,” : 

The burial of the banker took place in the 
cemetery just east of Watseka. The proccs- 
sion of cafriages which followed the body to 
the graye was more than a mile long.

She broke down and became hys- 
terical when told that she would not be 
permitted to leave the jail.

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BUMPER CROP OF NUMBERS 


Every Residence Soon to Have 
Two Street Designations. 


TASK AWAITS POSTOFFICE. 


a, 


Difficulties in Distribution Before Re- 
vision Is Complete. 


Within the next two months Chicago wil 
be laboring with a system of double street 
humbers. Every residence and business 
house in the greater part of the city will have 
two numbers—the old and new. The confu- 
sion necessarily incident to the change from 
the old order to the systematized plan of 
street numbering has made its appearance 
already and it is expected that it will be a 
year before it disappears completely. 

All of the new numbers now have. been fur- 
nished to householders, and Supt. Riley of 
the city map department estimates that 
about 20 per cent of the changes already have 
been made. In all parts of the city affected 
by the new system property owners are re- 
placing the old with the new numbers and 
tacking up the old number alongside for 
guidance. 

The city directory, which will be issued by 
R. R. Donnelly & Co. about Aug. 10, will con- 
tain a key to the new numbers. The body of 
the directory proper will contain the names 
of residents with addresses carrying the old 
numbers and in this respect will not differ 
from the directory in’ previous years. Ina 
separate section which will precede the di- 
rectory proper will be an alphabetical list of 
streets giving the old numbets and the new 
numbers that correspond tothem. To obtain 
a resident’s new number it will be necessary 
to find the old number in the body of the book 
and then find the new number with the aid 
of the key. The directory next year will con- 
tain the new numbers only. 


Postoffice Soul to Be Tried. 

The postoffice is lod&ing forward to a soul 
trying time in determining whether an ad- 
dress means the old or new number, but as 
the change will result in ultimate benefit the 
postal men are willing to undergo the hard- 
ship. 

Likewise the gas, electric light, and other 
public utility corporations and the big stores 
with their extensive delivery systems, are 
facing a chaotic situation. Whether a pur- 
chaser has directed his goods sent to his old 
or his new number will be the puzzling ques- 
tion. The map department has been bom- 
barded by these companies with requests to 
furnish the new numbers of persons on their 
mailing lists, but the department has been 
compelled to deny the favor through sheer 
inability to handle so vast an amount of in- 
formation dispensation. 

The companies have been informed that it 
will be necessary for them to obtain the new 
numbers either from the new directory or 
from their customers. 

It is believed that the change will be pretty 
well established before winter. The next 
water bills sent out by the city will carry the 
new numbers, with the old as reference and 
the next bills thereafter will carry the new 
numbers cnly. The department is urging all 
property owners to make the change at once 
and help reduce the confusion.

Between giggles they gave their names as 

Helen Derowska, 16 years old, and Bertha, 
13 years oldj They said they lived at 8901 
Commercial avenue. They admitted taking 
the money from Natel under threats to kil) 
him, declaring they wanted an ice cream 
soca. 
“It's an easy way to get money.” said 
Helen, and they both laughed again. “He 
certainly did look scared and he did run 
when we tet him go.’’ 


Fears Girl Will Shoot. 

Natel admitted he did not feel comfortable 
while gazing into the muzzle of the revolver. 
He thought the girls were in earnest and he 
was afraid that Bertha, who held the weap- 
on, might become nervous and pull the 
trigger. 

“I didn’t know the revolver was empty,” 
he said, ‘‘and besides, the girls stopped a 
friend of mine on Tuesday and tried to make 
him give them money.”’ 

The girls, both of whom are small, stout, 
and good looking, said they recently had 
visited a wild west show and had become im- 
bued with the idea that robbery was an easy 
way to obtain money. 


Girls Start Out to Rob Man.

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HUNT'S BODY FOUND IN LAKE 


Farmer Recovered Near Where 
Mamie Davy Lost Life. 


PROVES DOUBLE DROWNING 


Rumors Following Man’s Disappear- 
ance Shown to Be False. 


The body of Claude Hunt was recovered 
from the bottom of Klinger lake, near Sturgis, 
Mich., late yesterday about 100 feet from the 
spot where the body of Miss Mamie Davy of 
Chicago was found on Monday. 

The young farmer's body was recovered 
with a dragnet after volunteer searching par- 
ties had worked all night and day. 

While the recovery of Hunt’s body explodes 
rumors surrounding his disappearance, the 
cause of the drownings probably will remain 
a mystery. Nothing was seen of the couple 
from the time they rented the rowboat until 
Miss Davy’s body was found floating on the 
lake. 


Mother Offers Explanation. 

Mrs. John Davy, 377 Ashiand boulevard, at- 
tributed the drowning to her daughter’s fond- 
ness for rowing. 

* Mamie always was eager to take the oars 
when we went boating,”’ shesaid. *‘ Shehad 
been in ill health for several weeks, and I be- 
Meve she became exhausted while rowing 
and fell out of the Boat while attempting to 
change positions with Mr. Hunt. I think he 
was drowned while trying to rescue her. 

“ Although we knew Hunt for only a short 
time I am positive that there was no foul 
play on his part. Neither is it possible in 
my opinion that my daughter committed sui- 
cide.”’ 

The father told Detectives Lyman, Savage, 
O’ Brien, and Duffy that he believed his daugh- 
ter’s death was accidental. 


Barrington Boy Drowned. 

Tony Meier, 15 year old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. H. 8S. Meier of Barrington, Ill., was 
drowned in Crystal lake in the afternoon 
while swimming. Companions recovered 
the body, which was taken to the Meier 
home. . 

The boy had gone swimming with friends 
and was seized with cramps in deep water.

ACQUITTED OF “BILLY” ATTACK 


Not Guilty, Says Jury, of Assault on 
July 6 Upon Milton 5S.

James Costello, city health department 
meat inspector, was acquitted of a charge of 
assault with a deadly weapon made against 
him by Milton 8.

The 
jury had been out only fifteen minutes when 
it returned the verdict. A charge of carry- 
ing a deadly weapon, which was also pre- 
ferred against Costello by Mr. Florsheim, is 
scheduled to be heard today.

EVERYWHERE FOSTER GOES 
THERE MYERS PLANS T0 GO, 


Baptist Minister Says He Has Decided 
to Trail Professor and Attack His 
Views of Doctrine, 


The Rev. Johnston Myers will speak in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., next Sunday because 
he is determined not to allow the concep- 
tion of the Baptist faith as stated there by 
Prof. George B. Foster last Sunday to pass 
unchallenged.

President Taft Commutes Term of the

Marian Grey, found guilty on the charge 
of improper use of the mails by a jury in 
Judge Landis’ court more than a year ago 
and sentenced to one year’s imprisonment in 
the house of correction, received a commu- 
tation of the sentence to thirty days yester- 
day. 

The commutation was granted by Presi- 
dent Taft on a recommendation of Attorney 
General Wickersham. Impaired health of 
Miss Grey was one of the reasons urged.

FIGHTS BARON: WINS BRIDE 


Minneapolis Doctor Though Poor 
Gains Rich Girl’s Love. 


TREATS HER; ROMANCE BORN 


Nobleman Later Appears as Rival and 
His Challenge Is Accepted. 


’ Minneapolis, Minn., July 14—[Special.)— 
A story of romance and adventure are curi- 
ously intermingled in the courtship of Miss 
Florence Girard, a Boston heiress, and Dr. 
W. H. Darling of Minneapolis, which has 
just culminated in their marriage im Vienna. 
Before Miss Girard became a bride she re- 
nounced a title and baronial estate becausea 
plain American physician Knew something 
of medicine and something more of aligning 
the sights of a high power rifle. 

The acquaintance began  prosaically 
enough. Miss Girard, who is a daughter of 
a retired banker of Boston, was in Europe 
for the sake of art. Dr. Darling for twelve 
of fifteen years had been assistant superin- 
tendent of the state hospital for the insane 
at St. Peter, but in January of 1908 he went 
to Vienna for post-graduate work. 

When he reached Vienna, Miss Girard and 
her mother were living at Trumbull inn on 
Poetzendurfen strasse, where “the young 
wdtnan reigned as the belle of the American 
colony. . 


Nurses Girl Back to Health. 

Dr. Darling took quarters in the same 
hotel, but the acquaintance did not progress 
beyond a forma! stage until Miss Girard 
was taken ill. He treated her for typhoid 
fever and eventually she regained her health. 

Convinced of his rating in the affections of 
Miss Girard, Dr. Darling returned last March 
and engaged offices in Minneapolis, to resume 
an active practice. 

Scarcely had he reached Minneapolis, how- 
ever, before disquieting news reached him 
from friends tn Vienna, They reported the 
appearance of a dangerous rival for the hand 
of Miss Girard, a Baron Herbert von Vetter, 
a scion of German nobility and the possessor 
of large estates. 

Dr. Darling closed his office and March 23 
sailed from New York on the steamer Ham- 
burg, the same vessel that carried Col. Roose- 
velt. He went at once to Vienna. 


Beats Baron in Duel. 


Resenting the appearance of the Minneap- 
olis doctor, Baron Von Vetter doubled his 


and, being an excellent swordsman, the 
baron sought &n affront and when the oppor- 
tunity. offered itself chalenged his compet- 
itor. 

‘Given the choice of weapons, Dr. Darling 
selected rifles and, although denounced as 
a murdered and barbarian, refused to waive 
the right. In the duel Dr. Darling received 
a superficial wound in the right shoulder, but 
shattered one of the baron’s hands and 
emerger with the laurels of the encounter. 

Foliowing the. incident Dr. Darling’s suit 
prospered. July 4 the marriage was solem- 
nized and within a.week Dr. Darling and his 
bride will-be in MinneapolHs. 


JOHN GOODE DIES IN VIRGINIA; 
WAS STATE’S ‘GRAND OLD MAN.’ 


Won Distinction as Statesman, Law- 
yer, and Soldier—Sole Survivor of 
Old Dominion Secession Congress. 


Norfolk, Va., July 14.—{Special.J]—John 
Goode, known of late years as the “ grand old 
man of Virginia,’’ died today following a 
stroke of paralysis several weeks ago. Mr. 
Goode, who was 80 years old, was the sole 
surviving member of the: Virginia secession 
convention and the oldest ex-member of the 
national house of representatives. 

Mr. Goode was born in Bedford county, 
Virginia, May 14, 1829. After his graduation 
from Emery and Henry college he was ad- 
mitted to the bar. When he reached the age 
of 21 he was elected a member of, the Vir- 
ginia legislature, representing Bedford coun. 
ty. He also served his native county in the 
secession convention and later entered the 
confederate army as a member of Gen. Jubal 


was elécted to the confederate congress. He 
served three terms in congress from the Nor- 
folk district, being the first Democratic rep- 
resentative from that district after the war. 

During President Cleveland's first admin- 
istration Mr. Goode was appointed solicitor 
general of the United States and served for 
some time. He failed of confirmation in the 
senate, however, because, it is said, of politi- 
cal differences existing between him and Sen- 
ator Mahone. President Cleveland during 
his second term appointed Mr. Goode a mem- 
ber of the Chilean claims commission.

Strikebreakers Awed by Men. 

There is abundant reason for belief, how- 
ever, that the company long has been expect- 
ing a strike as before daybreak there had 
arrived from Altoona 500 strikebreakers, un- 
derstood to have been kept therein readinéss 
for several weeks. The men were brought 
in on an early morning train with the inten- 
tion of spiriting them into the plant before 
the strikegs were aware of their arrival. 
The all night demonstrations made this im- 
possible and the strikebreakers, noticing the 
fury of the men, are said to have refused to 
make any attempt to go to work. 3 

The rioters made careful plans. This morn- 
ing practically every one of the hundreds 
walked the streets and lounged about the 
vicinity of the plant. Each carried a small, 
carefully wrapped package, which might 
have been taken fora lunch. The packages 
contained bricks incased in paper coverings 
that they might be carried without arousing 
the suspicions of the police or strikebreakers. 


Women. Become Primitive Savages. 

The disclosure of the true contents of the 
packages came when a party of fifteen work- 
men refused to listen to arguments of women 


who stopped them at the gate and attempted 


to force their way through the mob. In an 
instant persuasive arguments changed to 
oaths and threats. Then came a rain of 
paper covered packages. When these were 
gone, heavy cobblestones were dug up from 
the streets and thrown. The women forgot 
their sex and became primitive savages im- 
bued with one desire—to kill. Allin the little 
party were terribly beaten and four so badly 
injured that they were unable to fight their 
way through the crowd which closed in and 
began a hand to hand battle. | 

A policeman fired into the crowd, his shot 
striking a man in the stomach and inflicting 
a wound which probably will prove fatal. An 
instant later the officer was seized by a giant 
Slav, who disarmed him and turned the re- 
volveronhim. Other strikers drew revolvers 
and a fusillade of shots was exchanged. 
Strikers who had no guns drew knives. A 
group of them attacked the chief of police, 
slashing him in a score of places. The police- 
men were seized by groups of strikers, who 
disarmed them and beat them with their own 
clubs. 


Heads Split Open by Friends. 


Stones flew so thiek that strikers were 


“knocked down and their heads split open by 


_their own friends. Several women were 
knocked down and trampled upon. Aftera 
few minutes’ fighting the policemen were 
scattered throughout the mob, temporarily 
converted into bloodthirsty savages, figh..ng 
desperately. About 1 o'clock a call was sent 
to the city police asking that a detachment 
be sent to the rescue. 


March Through Town, Wreck It. 

Then the strikers, drunk with victory, 
marched through the town and wrecked it, 
breaking in the doors of houses and smash- 
ing windows of business establishments. The 
protests of the owners brought only curses 
and attacks from the ignorant foreign strik- 
ers. In an especially tierce mélée a police- 
man was badly beaten. 

The slungshot of the steel mill women 
strikers—a cobblestone in a stocking—was 
much in evidence. Probably a hundred wom- 
en paraded the streets with these weapons, 
and most of the window breaking was done 
by women. They started to break the win- 
dows of the mills, but they were too far oIr 
for the women to hit. This gave the strikers 
an idea, however, and they were soon throw- 
ing stones at the thousands of mill windows. 
Not one was left inside of an hour. It is said 
$5,000 will not cover the cost of broken win- 
dows ih McKee’s Rocks alone. 

Sheriff Gumbert tonight announced that 
the situation in some Ways Was as grave as 
that at Homestead seventeen years ago be- 
cause the strikers here are for the most part 
foreigners who know nothing but rioting and 
pillage in times like these. The saloons have 
been closed all day. and the county authorities 
have ordered them to remain closed for an 
indefinite period. The company appealed to 
the county for 200 special deputy sheriffs 
tonight. It is claimed the damage today will 
run close to $100,000.

Threatenéd as Result of 
Muddy Missouri’s Tide. 


PLANS TO SAVE LEVEES. 


Heavy Losses to Farmers and. 
Railway Property as Re-_ -' 
sult of Deluge. Seah ee 


St. Louis, Mo., July 14.—[Specia}].]—Ready ' 
to dash to the rescue of West Alton; which is ' 
threatened by the rising flood from two 
rivers. a raflroad train with steam up stands 
on the Alton bridgé. Most residents of West 
Alton already have fled, and the train is held 
in leash to save those working on the em- 
bankments and levees. which protect the 
district. . 

As John Kite, like Payl Rewere, rode 
through Missouri Point. Tuesday night, 
warning residents to flee, the water broke 
throigh Bradshaw levee, inundating ‘about 
600 acres of wheat. 


River Cutting Through Levee. 

The Missouri river is tunneling through 
the embankment of the St. Louis, Keokuk 
and Northwestern railroad, which is the sole 
protection on the west of the town of West. 
Alton, Mo. A small culvert through which’ 
the water started pouring has been enlarged 
to a hole twenty feet wide. | 

The water has reached the buildings on the 
levee between Morgan and Poplar streets, in 
this city. The government gauge registers 
a stage of 34 feet 7 inches, a rise of one foot 
six inches in the last tWenty-four hours. 

On the Illinois side of the river farmers be- 
tween Alton and East St. Louis are patrol- 
ling the levees with shotguns. It is feared 
some person will attempt to cut the levees in 
the lower bottoms, in order to relieve the 
pressure at other points. By doing this one 
farm might be saved at the expense of an- 
other. 


May Not Pass 35 Foot Stage. 

It is admitted the predicted stage ol 55 feet 
6 inches will sweep over eyery levee between 
what is known as the big levee and the Mis- 
sissippi, flooding the entire district from 
Alton to East 8t. Louis. 

O. C. Burrows, government weather fore- 
caster, says he does not expect the river wil] 
pass the mark of 35 feet 6 inches, which he 
predicted as the crest of the flood, unless 
weather conditions change. 

The body of the 4 year old daughter of 
George A. Rose, a locomotive engineer of 
Chicago, was found at Ottawa, Kas., last 
night. The little girl lost her life when the 
train upon which she was a passenger went 
into the river at Ottawa last Wednesday. 


LIFE SAVERS GET YACHTSMEN 
FROM SURF; THOUSANDS WATCH 


Women Scream and Faint in Board 
Walk Crowd at Atlantic City When 
Three Seem Near Drowning. 


Atlantic City, N. J., July 14.—[Special.]— 
In an hour's battle with the big breakers 
sweeping across the outer shoal mouth inlet 
this morning Fred Nathan, treasurer of the 
Broad Street theater of Philadelphia, a neph- 
ew of Samuel Nixon, the theatrical magnate, 
and Fred Robb, assistant treasurer of the 
Chestnut Street theater, and Jacob Driscom, 
a pilot, were saved from death by plucky 
volunteer life savers after Nathan's yach4, 
Yvonne, had crashed aground on the bar and 
capsized.’ ; 

The bravery of Robb, who held ‘Natfanh to 
the wreck until the life savers reached them, 
prevented the owner of the yacht from being 
washed overboard and drowned after he had 
been knocked unconscious by the breakers 
which swept over him. 

All three of the men were exhausted ~ | 
Nathan was believed to be dead when taken 
into the lifeboat, but he is recovering and is 
believed now to be out of danger. 

Thousands of spectators, including the 
Nixons and Mrs. Ella Nathan, mother of the 
yachtsman, saw the accident and the thrill- 
ing rescue, Women and men who packed 
the boardwalk screamed in terror as the big 
waves blotted out the stranded craft and the 
men clinging to its sides, while women aboard 
the big inlet yachts, which were unable to 
reach the wrecked craft over the treacherous 


bar, fainted at what they believed to be an 
impending tragedy.

Railroads Extend Transmissouri 
Excursion Concession. 


MEET COMPETITION OF G. W. 


Oiher Lines Restore Western Second 
Class Party Fares. 


Passengers will be able to avai) themselves 
of reduced fares to Chicago. St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City. Omaha, and St. Joseph from all 
points west of the Missouri river this summer 
as the result of a decision just announced 
by the leading western railroads. 

The-rates of a fare and.a half for the round 
trip from points west of the river from which 
the local fare is over $1, granted for the 
various summer and fall merchants’ meet- 
ings in these cities in accordance with the 
usual custom, will be made available this 
year for the use of the general public. This 
is predicated; however, on a requirement 
that there shall be a minimum attendance 
at each meeting of 100 or more persons hold- 
ing certificates entitling them to these rates 
from the organization under whose auspices 
the excursions are brought about. In the 
case of this city. the organization ie the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce. 

These merchants’ meetings are organized 
by the various commercial organigations in 
the larger cities for the purpose of inducing 
merchants in the smaller towns to tome to 
the citiés to buy their fall and winter stocks. 

An opinion rendered by the legal depart- 
ment: of one of the roads that to confine the 
reduced fares to a specified class of passen- 
gers might be construed as discrimination 
under the Hepburn law: its ascribed as one of 
the reasons for opening the merchants’ rates 
to the general public. 


Meet G. W. Competition. 


The potency of the Chicago Great Western 
railway as a rate disturber is again indi- 
cated by the fact that the roads between Chi- 
cago and the Twin Cities and Chicago, Kan- 
sas City. and Omaha have given notice that 
they will restore the second class party fares 
between those points, to meet the Great 
Western competition, on Aug. 15. 

At a recent meeting of the Western Passen- 
ger association it was decided to discontinue 
these reduced rates, which originally were 
made for railroad’ laborers, on account of 
the abuses which had crept In in connection 
with their use, as they were frequently made 
available for persons. not entitled to them. 
The Great Western declined to abolish the 
rates, and the other lines have each served 
notice that they will again be put into effect. 


Club to Inspect Belt Railway. 

The Traffic club of Chicago will make a 
trip over the lines of the Belt railway next 
Tuesday as the guests of the road for the 
purpose of familiarizing the members with 
the freight transfer privileges of the road 
and the industries located on it, in and about 
Chieago. The special train will leave the 
Dearborn station at 10 a. m., returning about 
4:30 p.m., and luncheon will be served on the 
train. 


BIDS ON 34,000 CARS WANTED. 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 14 —[{Special. ]—Pitts- 
burg eteel circles received word today that 
the Pennsylvania railroad has asked for bids 
from the Carnegie Stee] company on 20,000 
all steel freight cars, the Baltimore and Ohio 
on 8,000, and the Chicago and Northwestern 
on 6,000 cars. The Carnegie company, in- 
cluding its rail department, is filled with 
orders to the extent of 88 per cent, and.or 
five weeks ahead has 100 per cent of its out- 
put taken, including rails.

Holding Company Offers $140 a Share 
for 109,938 Shares of Boston 
and Maine. 


Boston, Mass., July 14.—One hundred and 
forty dollars a share was the price agreed 
upon today to be offered by the Boston rail- 
road holding company for the 109,938 shares 
of Boston and Maine railroad stock now held 
by John L. Billard of Meriden, Conn., to pur- 
chase which the company was created, 

The offer will be made subject to the ap- 
proval of the Massachuseits railroad com- 
mission. The price was fixed at a meeting 
of the company today. 

In payment therefor the holding company 
will issue its own fifty year 4 per cent bonds 
redeemable at 105 for $125 per share of the 
stock; also holding company’s stock for the 
other $15 of the $140.

DRY GOODSMEN HIT 


AT TARIFF IN BOOK 


‘Object Lesson’ Contains Sam- 
~ ples of Cloths, with Duty 
Increases Tabled. 


REVISION IS ALL UPWARD 


Circular Is Direct Contradiction 
of Aldrich’s Assertions 
About Rates. 


New York, July 14. —[ Special. ]—That the 
duties on plain cotton cloths—about which 
Senator Aldrich declared “that by the new 
eystem of specific rates there is positively no 

advance over the existing ad valorem rates 
of the Dingley tariff "—have been increased 
all the way from 27 to 121% per cent, is set 
forth convincingly in an “ object lesson, 
issued by the general committee of the whole- 
gale dry goods merchants of New York. 
which represents 104 houses dealing in cotton 
goods. 

The committee takes five samples of cloth 
and analyzes the duties on a poster with a 
piece of cloth attached at the side of each 
‘analysis. 


Conclusions on Actual Figures. 

Its conclusions run as follows: 

‘**Plain bleached cloth—Plain white goods 
used for women's.and children’s wear—Under 
100 threads to & square inch (actual count 
eighty-four threads), twenty-seven inch 
width, cost 54d (11.6725 cents). Square yard 
value 15.56 cents. Present duty in Dingley 
law is 25 per cent ad valorem, equals to the 
square yard 3.89 cents. Proposed duty in 
senate bill, specific, based on value (vauled 
at more than 15 cents and not more than 16 
cents, 6% cents square yard. Being mercer- 
ized, add an additional duty of 1 cent a square 
yard. Total new duty is 7.50 cents. Differ- 
@ace, 3.61 cents. Duty increase, 93% per cent. 


Advance Would Make Change. 

“Note what would happen if the market 
edwanced % cent a yard on the above cloth. 
Costs then 6d if market advances (12.18 cents). 
Square yard value changes from 15.56 to 
16.24 cents. Present duty is 25 per cent ad 
vaborem, equals per square yard 4.06 cents. 
Proposed duty (senate bill) specific based on 
value (over 16 cents a square yard) 8 cents a 
Square yard. Being mercerized, add acdi- 
tional duty of 1 cent a square yard. Total 
new duty is 9 cents. Difference, 4.94 cents. 
Duty increase, 121% per cent. 

Colored cotton cloth.—Simple colored dress 
goods used by the masses in various styles 
and effects—100 to 150 threads quare inch 
(actual count 148 threacs) 26 inch width; 
cost, 5% pence (10.91 cents); square yard 
value, 15.10 cents; present duty is 35 per 
cent ad valorem, equals, square yard, 5.29 
cents; proposed duty (senate bill), specific 
based on value (valued at more than 15 cents 
and not more than 17% cents) 7 cents a square 
yard. Being mercerized (yarns), add acdi- 
tional duty of 1 cent a square yard; total 
new cduty is 8 cents; cifference, 2.71 cents; 
duty increase, 51% per cent. 


White Goods Duty Increased a Half. 

Ordinary white cotton goods (used for wom- 
en's and children’s wear), 100-150 threads 
Square inch, actual count 130 threads, 27% 
inch width. Cost 64d. (13.20 cents). Square 
yard value, 17.28 cents. Present duty is 35 
per cent ad valorem, equals per square yard 
6.05 cents. Proposed duty (senate bill) spe- 
cific based on value (valued at more than 16 
cents and not more than 20 cents), 8 cents a 
Square yard. Being mercerized, add addi- 
tional duty of 1 cent a square yard. Total 
new duty is 9 cents. Difference, 9 cents. 
Duty increase, 48% per cent. 


Common Cloth Also Hit. 

Plain dyed cotton cloth [used by the 
' nasses for all kinds of wear]; very common. 
150-200 threads square inch [actual count, 
164 threads]; 29 inch width. Cost 614d [12.69 
cents]. Square yard value, 15.75 cents. Pres- 
ent duty is 40 per cent ad valorem, equals, per 
square yard, 6.30 cents. Proposed duty [sen- 
ate bill], specific based on value [valued at 
more than 15 cents and not more than 17% 
cents], 7 cents square yard. Being mercer- 
ized, add additional duty of 1 cent a square 
yard. Total new duty is 8cents. Difference, 
1.70 cents. Duty increase, 27 per cent. 


Sateen Increase Almost a Half. 

Colored sateen (used by women for skirts, 
Waists, Gress. and lining purposes), very com- 
mon; 2.)-30O0 threads to the square inch 
(actual Sunt 230 threads), 30-31 inch width. 
Cost, 8% pence (17.76 cents). Square yard 
value, 20.96 cents. Present duty is 40 per 
cent ad valorem; equals, square yard, 8.og 
cents. Proposed duty (senate bill), specific 
based on value (valued at more than 20 cents 
and not more than 25 cents), 11% cents a 
equare yard, 11.25 cents. Being mercerized, 
add additional heey of 1 cent a Square yard. 
Total new duty is 12.25 cents. Difference, 
3.87 cents. Duty increase, 46% per cent. 

The committee adds these remarks: “The 
above illustrations are fair examples of the 
changes as proposed by the senate bill. 

*“ Values of the above cloths and applica 
tion of these duties have been verified at 
the New York custom house within the last 
few days and are absolutely correct.”’

pointment of Fordney of Michigan and Cal- 
derhead of Kansas as members of the house 
conference committee, 

Cannon, of course, found it necessary to 
create a situation which would enable him 
to get through the house rule shutting off 
debate on the senate’s amendments and re- 
questing a conference. One report current 
tonight is that Representative Hughes of 
West Virginia called on the speaker and 
threatened to vote and use his influence 
against the rule unless the personne! of the 
conference committee was satisfactory to 
the oil, coal, and lumper interests. 

However this may be, there is no doubt 
that those interests are in the hands of their 
friends so far as most of the conferees are 
concerned. President Taft by no means has 
lost hope that free crude oil, lumber at §1 
per thousand, and coal at 60 cents per ton 
will be granted, 

The Massachusetts advocates of free hides 
are discouraged tonight and are discussing 
the advisability: of proposing a trade which 
will involve the paper schedule. So far as 
the conference is concerned the matter hag 
not reached that point, 


One Recalcitrant to the Last. 

It looks as if there will be at least one re- 
calcitrant insurgent, whatever action is 
taken. Senator La Follette of Wisconsin is- 
sued a statement this afternoon in which he 
asserted that even the lowest rates imposed 
in the bills of the two houses would be a 
violation of the pledge made to the people, 
and unless substantial reductions were made 
the measure should be vetoed. He insisted 
that the conference committee is empowered 
to fix duties upon items where there is a 
difference between the two houses, irrespec- 
tive of the action taken by either house. 

La Follette’s attitude is being cited as evi- 
dence that President Taft has failed to 
bring about the harmonious situation he de- 
sired in order that the Republican party asa 
unit might support the measure finally 
drafted. 

La Follette, however, does not represent a 
majority of the insurgents. If the lower 
rates of the house or senate bill could be 
adopted, undoubtedly a majority of the in- 
surgents would regard this as satisfactory. 

In connection with his statement La Fol- 
lette made public some additional! statistics 
he had received from the bureau of statistics 
in regard to the effect of thesenate bill. The 
bureau declares that the bill upon the basis 
of importations of 1907 leaves unchanged 
duties upon imports of the value of $450,106,- 
037, or 64.65 per cent. Duties are in- 
creased upon imports of the value of $149,- 
716,619, or 21.51 per cent, while the decreases 
affect imports of the value of $96,369,619, or 
13.34 per cent. 

The average increase of the entire bill is 
5.65 per cent. The average increase of duty 
amounts to 37 per cent, while the average de- 
crease amounts to about 22 per cent. 


Conflict with Committee Figures. 

The figures of the bureau of statistics differ 
materially from the statement made by the 
finance committee. The committee claims 
that the ad valorem average under the senate 
bill, after eliminating wine and spirits, du- 
ties on which substantial increase was made, 
is 42.08, which is lower than the lowest aver- 
age ever made under the operations of the 
Dingley law. 

Including the luxuries, the average ad 
valorem under the senate bill is 43.44. By 
eliminating the increases of duties on silks, 
laces, diamonds, automobiles, and other arm 
ticles which are purely luxuries, the senate 
committee is able to show a general ad 
valorem average slightly less than 40.01 per 
cent.

WORK OF CONFEREES. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

Washington, D. C., July 14.—Strenuous ob- 
jections were raised by the house members 
of the tariff conference today to the senate 
provision in the maximum and minimum fea- 
ture of the tariff bill, which gives to the presi- 
dent authority to employ such persons as he 
may desire to aid him in enforcing the tariff 
laws and which will be useful to congress in 
tariff legislation in the future. This opposi- 
tion was all that prevented the adoption of 
practically all of the sections dealing with ad- 
ministration. 

The provisios which provides for the estab- 
lishment of a court of customs appeals was 
adopted. It is intended that this court shall 
deal with all cases of appeal from the board 
of general appraisers and that its judgments 
shall be final. The salaries of the five judges 
were fixed at $10,000 instead of $7,000 as pro- 
vided by a senate amendment adopted after 
the court feature had been reported from the 
senate committee on finance. 

The senate maximum and minimum provi- 
sion was discussed throughout the afternoon 
session. When an adjournment was taken 
this provision had been agreed upon tenta- 
tively as a substitute for the house feature, 
with the exception of the provision for the 
employment of tariff experts. 

The drawback provision is still the subject 
of dispute. Agreement that the provision of 
the Dingley law should be reénacted in the 
place of the house provision had almost been 
reached when the house conferees insisted 
that a proviso should be added requiring ex- 
portations to be made within three years in 
order to gain the benefit of the drawback. 
This feature was a part of the provision 
adopted by thé house, which also had elim- 
inated the necessity for identifying the im- 
ported raw material in the manufactured 
product offered for export. 

The senate conferees insisted that the re- 
moval of the identification clause opened the 
door to fraud and that the three year provi- 
sion narrowed the drawback in such a man- 
ner that it would work a hardship to manu- 
facturers who availed themseives of the 
drawback privileges. The conferees split 
upon this question and it was laid aside for 
consideration later.

Effect of Tariff and Speaker- 
ship Question Give Cannon 
Plenty to Think Of. 


ILLINOISANS IN CONFAB. 


Lorimer Says Average Man’s 
Greatest Interest in Revision 
Is to Get It Done, 


Washington, D. C., July 14.—[Special.J— 
Joseph G. Cannon, who controls a congres- 
sional district and steers the course of one 
of the greatest legislative bodies ip the 
world, has his ear close to the ground these 
days listening for things which may aid him 
in shaping clear the course through mo 
mentous days to come. 

With tariff bill balanced dizzily on the 
ways, a congressional election depending 
largely upon the manner in which the tariff 
law is received by the people, and the ques- 
tion whether he again should become a can- 
didate for the speakership to bother him, 
Speaker Cannon is not finding time hanging 
heavy on his hands during these off duty days 
of the house. 

He called three Illinois statesmen into con- 
ference with him this afternoon and remained 
closeted with them for over an hour. Sene- 
tor William Lorimer, Representative Mar- 
tin B. Madden, and Representative Howard 
Snapp made up the party. 


Affairs in Illinois Discussed. 

No one had anything to give out when the 
conference broke up, but it was evident that 
outside of whatever small matters there may 
have been in hand, the general condition of 
affairs politically in Illinois was discussed. 

The speaker realizes that the political fate 
of a great many of the representatives out-

However, there are signs of 
restiveness among the congressmen on the 
subject, which the speaker cannot fail to no- 
tice, and, sagacious man that he is, he is 
likely to set their minds at rest as to his 
course long before they are compelled to go 
into the campaign. 


Want Tariff Bill Hurried to End. 


Just what Lorimer, Madden, and Snapp 
had to tell the speaker concerning the condi- 
tions in Illinois, was not divulged.

The former is 
connected with the waterweys board. and 
the two last named are business partners of 
Senator Lorimer. Mr. Lorimer considers 
their review of the government report will 
be of great value to him in shaping his cam- 
paign for the lakes to the gulf project, which 
he purposes pushing next winter. 

Senator Lorimer said today that. he ex- 
pects to visit Europe this summer and ac- 
company the recently created government 
waterways commission during its investiga- 
tion of similar European projects.

Herr von Trott zu Solz, 
president of the province of Brandenburg, 
gyeceeds Ludwig Holle, Prussian ministe: 
of public instruction, who has retired owing 
to ili health. Various other minor changes 
have been made after conferences the em- 
peror had with his ministerial advicera, 


Kaiser Shatters Court Tradition. 

The emperor, departing from all court tra- 
gitiona, transacted the business pertaining 
to the change of chancellors with the broad- 
est publicity during three hours for all Ber- 
lin to sea ©=His majesty received Prince yon 
Buelow upon a small garden terrace between 
the palace and an arm of the Spree, in view 
of a great crowd of spectators who had gath- 
ered on Electors’ bridge, fifty or sixty yards 
away, and in Burgstrasse,‘pn the other side 
ef the narrow stream. 

About 10 a. m. the emperor appeared on the : 
terrace, Walking alone. He stopped now and 
then to watch the piay of an Italian fountain, 
g souvenir of one of his Mediterranean _ 
cruises. Shortly a servant announced Prince 
yon Buelow. The emperor greeted him 
warmly and together they promenaded the 
lawn. The kaiser, who wore an admiral’s 
yniform, several times took off his cap and 
wavedit. Aftertwenty minutes his majesty, 
gereened from the public behind the thick 
shrubbery, embraced the prince and waved 
bis hand affectionately as the latter with- 


Line Up Before Emperor. 

Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg then appeared. 
The emperor walked and talked with him for . 
half an hour, gesticulating frequently and 
inan animated way. Later his majesty re- 
ceived in audience several members of the 
federal council from the kingdoms of Ba- 
varia, Wirtemburg, and Saxony, and in- 
formed them of the change in chancellor. 
Finally he received together Herr Delbrueck, 
Herr Sydow, Herr Wermuth, an@ Herr von 
Trott gu Solz, who stood in a row with their 
hands behind their backs Hstening to the em- 
peror’s remarks. 

The emperor presented the retiring chan- 
eellor with the order of the black eagle, set in 
diamonds, and with it a cordial letter. which 
is published in the official gazette, expressing 
his majesty’s reluctance at parting with his 
chancellor, and subscribing himself “* Your 
grateful sovereign.”’ 


Political Aspects Important. 

The political aspects of the change are im- 
portant. Prince von Buelow is the first Ger- 
man chancellor who has been compelled to 
leave office because of an adverse parliamen- 
tary majority. 

The change today is regarded by. the Ib- 
erals a8 & long step toward ministerial re- 
sponsibility to the reichstag. It was brought 

about: by the Conservatives and CGlerteats.4 
parties opposed in principle to an absolute 
parliamentary system. They, in co$peration 
with eighteen Polish members, whose policy 
is opposition to all governments, were able to 
defeat Chancellor von Buelow’s finance meas- 
ure by eight votes. The chancellor could 
have remained in office had he accepted the 
coalition’s finance bill. with the direct legacy 
duties eliminated, but he chose rather to re- 
tre. 


New Leader Mild Conservative. 

Dr. von Bethmann-Holiweg in his political 
Principles is a mild Conservative, but he is 
most particular in the application to himself 
of the traditional policy that the cervaats of 
the crown must be nonpartisan. 

Dr. von Bethmann-Holiweg bas devoted 
himself to improving the condition of the 
artisan class, whereas almost all social legis- 
lation has been applied, up to the present 
time, to the working proletariat.

WESTON’S WALK. 

The veteran pedestrian, Edward Pay- 
son Weston, left New York City on 
March 15, hoping to walk across the con- 
tinent to San Francisco within a period 
of 100 days, Sundays excepted. He has 
reached his destination in good physical 
condition but much dispirited because of 
his failure to make the 3,895 miles on 
schedule time. The endurance he has 
shown and ‘the near approach to the at- 
tainment of his purpose indicate that he 
would have won had it not been for un- 
expected obstacles he met in his long 
tramp from ocean to ocean. 

For more than 2,500 miles he was 
forced to walk on railroad tracks because 
of the lack of satisfactory highways. The 
aggregate distance traversed by cross and 
recrossing tracks is estimated by railroad 
men to have been 200 miles. For many 
miles he was compelled to walk thraugh 
snowsheds, where he found progress slow, 
in one case needing six and a quarter 
hours to make fourteen miles. Becom- 
ing discontented with this pace, he tried 
mountain roads, at one’ time walking 
twenty-five miles along the edge of a 
eafon with only a narrow pathway be- 
tween him and the precipice, 1,000 feet 
deep. The scenery kept him up during 
the day. But sleep was troubled ‘by 
thoughts of the danger he had endured. 

The initial plan involved the attendance 
of assistants in an automobile carrying 
supplies. Jor 1,800 miles he had to go 
without this convenience, and so experi- 


long intervals between meals, which com- 
bined to weaken him physically. The 
sufferings in the desert, where for long 
stretches he saw neither human bein, 
nor habitation, were supplemented by de- 
lays caused by storms. For many miles 
be had to beat against heavy winds which 
often were accompanied by drenchinz 
rains. These proved .such a hindrance 
as to lead him to believe that if he had 
been going in the opposite direction in his 
walk he would easily have reached New 
York from San Francisco in the period 
allotted him. 

. But his achievement is a notable one, 
tonsidering his age and the unlocked for 
qiticulties encountered. The interest 
manifested locally all along the route 
illustrates once again the attraction which 
any specific undertaking always has for 
Americans. In many places this interest

LACES AND EMBROIDERIES. 

Iace, whether hand made and expen- 
sive or machine made and comparatively 
cheap, is loved by woman. She is fond 
of trimming with it ber seen end unsecn 
garments. She can hold forth by the 
hour on the beauties of laces, em- 
broideries, edgings, insertings, flouncings, 
and trimmings, while most men refuse tq 
take any notice of them. 

Senator Aldrich is an exception. He 
seems to think that American women 
make too liberal a use of these fripperies, 
and he intends’to rein them up. He has 
made laces, embroideries, etc., the subject“ 
of an entire paragraph in his tariff bill. 
It adds-about 10 per cent to the duties 
on the cheaper kind. For instance, ma- 
chine made lace costing 5 cents a dozen 
yards or less would have to pay a specific 
duty of 2 cents a dozen yards and a 30 
per cent ad valorem duty. If the senator 
had his wicked way the duty on the 
cheapest laces selling abroad for less than 
2 cents a dozen yards would be more 
than twice the foreign price. 

Senator Aldrich says he hopes the in- 
creased duty which would force women 
to pay more for eheap lace would enable 
the American manufacturers to compete 
with the foreign product. Where did he 
learn that they could not compete now? 
Not from Marshall Field & Co., owners 
of the great lace manufacturing plant 
at Zion City, who have said publicly, 
“This interest is fully protected, or 
rather overprotected.” An Ohio lace 
manufacturing concern, started a litti 
over a year ago, is paying good dividend: 
and is about to double its capacity. A 
Rhode Island concern, the largest in the 
country, has done a flourishing business 
under the Dingley law rates, which Sea- 
ator Aldrich would now advance, 

The senator cannot believe that a pros- 
perous industry needs mdre protection. 
No, he thinks women spend too much 
time at the lace counter attd in stitching 
lace on their clothes. He thinks he can 
break them of it to some extent by mak- 
ing lace more expensive, The house 
members did not show much love for 
woman when increasing the duty on her 
stockings. They cannot be such pro- 
nounced woman ‘haters as to join hands 
Senator Aldrich in his crusade 
against laces and embroideries.

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ADY WARWICK’S appearance at 
the present reign, will remain on rec- 
, ord as one of the features of the 
London season of 1908. She received 
the necessary card from the lord chamber- 
lain authorizing her to attend the fourth 
and last court the other day for the pur- 
pose of presenting her new daughter law, 
the bride of Lord Brooke. But it cannot be 
said that she received when she passed. be- 
fore the throne that graciousand pecullarly 
winning smile and nod which the king and 
queen reserve for their old friends. 

At one time Lady Warwick was on terms 
of rare friendship with Edward VII. But 
she incurred the marked displeasure first of 
the then princess of Wales and then of the 
latter's consort some years before th® death 
A variety of reasons 
was given for the fall from favor of Lady 
Warwick, but there is no doubt that her in- 
dependence of the conventionalities of life, 
and, above all, her freedom, not to say indis- 
cretion, of speech, contributed in no small 
degree to her disappearance from court. 
Society is always much disposed to follow 
the cue of royalty, and for some years Lady 
Warwick was subjected to something much 
akin to a boycott by the “ gyeat world ”’ of 
England. It was thereupon that she ¢s- 
poused the cause of labor and of socialism, 
traveling about the country delivering public 
speeches against the caste to which she her- 
self belonged. 
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A couple of years ago considerable per- 
turbation was caused by the report that she 
was putting the finishing touches on a couple 
of fat volumes of *‘ Reminiscences.”” It was 


nished fashion with her friends and foes, 
with the conditions of court and society, and 
contained numerous letters which had been 
written to her at one time or another by 
distinguished personages. So great was the 
alarm that the law officers of the crown ac- 
tually were consulted as to the means of 
stopping the publication of the work in 
question. 

But it was found that the courts were 
powerless to act unless the book contained 
libels, and whether or not there were libel# 
in its pages could not be ascertained until 
after the work had made its appearance in 
print. It is even alleged that the unsuccess- 
ful attempt of Lord Loreburn to amend the 
official secrets law of 1889 in such a fashion 
as to epver indiscretions concerning royal 
personages and the court was dictated by 
the hope of being able to nip im the bud 
Lady Warwick's literary efforts. 

It was after that and probably in conse- 
quence of this inability to deal] with the coun- 
tess in any other way that a compromise was 
effected with her, and one of its results has 
been the reappearance of Lady Warwick at 
_court. Exquisitely dressed as ever, she re- 
tains to a wonderful degree her perfection 
of figure and carriage, and still is unusually 
beautiful, despite the fact that her abundant 
hair has become snow white. Indeed, there 
are many who are of the opinion that her 
white hair accentuates and refines the come- 
liness of her features and the astonishing 
youthfulness and freshness of her com- 
plexion, 

Lady Warwick visited America a couple 
of years ago, and spent several weeks in 
New York, but was virtually ignored by 
society, although in former days she would 
have been welcomed with open arms. The 
belief that she was in disfavor at the court 
of St. James was, however, sufficient to 
prejudice the fashionable world of New York 
against her. For the distance between the 
two countries has become small, and is di- 
minishing every day, so mucho that, where- 
as formerly the court of St. James was in- 
different to what took place over here, now 
the circumstance that any man or woman 
has incurred the ill will of the best American 
society is known at once in London, and 
proves sufficient not only to bar the offender 
from court but even from May fair. 
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With regard to the dispatch from Madrid 
last week mentioning the capture there of 
the ‘Portuguese duke of Albuquerque at the 
instance of the Portuguese government, the 
arrest being ascribed in the message to his 
complicity in the assassination of King 
Carlos and of the crown prince sixteen 
months ago at Lisbon, itis only right to men- 
tion that the man in question is an impostor 
and an adventurer, the historic Portuguese 
title of duke of Albuquerque having become 
extinct with the death a number of years 
ago of the last duke, who also was Count 
Mesquitella. 

The man arrested at Madrid came into 

rominence just a year ago as the author 
ef a singularly disgraceful novel, printed 
serially in a Parisian newspaper, and in 
which the recently bereaved Queen Marie 
Amelie and the count de Ribeira, the grand 
master of her household, played the principal 
roles It was a novel of the most scurrilous 
nature, in which the sorely stricken queen 
was treated much in the same way as Queen 
Caroline, the disreputable consort of George 
1V. of England, was reviled by some of his 
literary friends and champions. : 

Probably with a View of adding to the 
popular interest of the serial, the author, 
who had assumed the name of Albuquerque, 
also usurped the title of duke, and in the 
Parisian newspaper publishing his story in- 
timiated that he was a lineal descendant And 
principal heir of the first duke of Albu- 
querque, the famous Portuguese admiral, 
who conquered Goa, Malacca, and Ceylon, 
and became so powerful in the orient that 
all sorts of eastern potentates were led by 
his grandeur to invoke the favor and the 
protection of the crown of Portugal. It is 
to one of the first duke’s descendants, Duke 
Mathias @’Albuquerque, who flourished some 
OO years ago, that the now reigning dynasty 
of Braganza is indebted for its acquisition 
of the throne of Portugal. 

It is doubtful whether the novel would 
have attracted much attention, even in Paris, 
had not a member of the French Royalist 
party and of the French ducal house of Har- 
court taken upon himeelf foolishly to chal- 
lenge the man to a duel on account of his 
slanders of a French princess, without tak- 
ing the trouble to ascertain beforehand 
whether the fellow was a man with whoma 
gentleman could cross swords or exchange 
pistol shots. In fact, this silly duel of Baren 
d’Harcourt, which resulted bloodlessly, gave 
the pseudo Duke d@’Albuquerque an adver- 
tisement and a standing which he would not 
otherwise have enjoyed. 

I should doubt if his arrest at Madrid is 
due to any complicity in the murder of King 
Carlos. It is far more likely to be in con- 
nection with his book about Queen Marie 
Amelie, which is forbidden in Spain. 
bofzus duke probably will be turned over 
to the Portuguese authorities, or else merely 
expelled from Spain, as a singularly ob- 
jectionable glien. 
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Prince Pless’ sale of his handsome palace 
at Berlin, in the Wilhelmstrasse, has given 
considerable offense at court, and under the 
circumstances no attention need be paid to 
the rumors which include his name among 
the possible candidates for the succession 
to Prince Buelow as chancellor of the Ger- 
man empire. The prince's father was a 
warm and -close friend and admirer of the 
kaiser, Who bestowed upon him for life the 
title of duke, and invested him with all sorts 
of high dignities and offices at court. In 
those days the favor of the kaiser extended 
to the old duke’s eldest son and heir, for he 
officiated as godfather to the prince’s eldest 
son, the other sponsor being g Edward. 

Some years ago the kaiser sent the prince 
over to America as his personal representa- 
tive at the inauguration of the new building 
of the New York chamber of commerce, and 
it generally was supposed at the time that 
the prince subsequently would return here 
as ambi or. Indeed, he made no secret 
of his wish for an ambassadorial appoint- 
ment. 

But the prince and his English wife, who is 
a sister of the duchess of Westminster and a 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Cornwallis West, 
are no longer in as high favor at the court of 
the kaiser as formerly. The father’s duke- 
dom has not been continued to the gon, and 
the latter, who has been disappointed in 
his diplomatic aspirations, and who has, 
moreover, received none of the great court 
offices which his birth and great wealth en- 
title him in a measur’ to look for, now has 
given public manifestation of his discontent 
by selling his palace, which is, of eourse, a

REQUIRE EIGHT STORIES. 


Jacob L. Kesner Completes His 


, Holdings at Fifth Avenue 


| and Madison Street. 


In the announcement made yesterday of the 
details in connection with the real estate 
feature of the proposed new Blackstone the- 
ater in Hubbard court,, just west of the 
Biackstone hotel, it was stated that the Jand 
to be used as the site for the theater, as | 
as other land embraced in the deal, wou.- at 
some time be used as a site for an annex to 
the hotel. It also was stated that the new 
theater would be under the management of 
Harry J. Powers, who is one of the lessees, 
with Klaw & Erlanger and Charles Frohman. 

The land embraced in the lease by the 
®tudebakers to the corporation controlled 
by the Drakes comprise a frontage of 120 
feet on Wabash avenue, with a depth of 173 
feet on Hubbard court, the east 80 feet of 
which on the latter street will be occupied 
by the theater. 

The lease requires the erection of a fire- 
proof building prior to 1921, taking in all the 
Wabash avenue frontage and on Hubbard 
court west of the theater, to be not less than 
éight stories high and to cost not less than 
$200,000. 

As a matter of fact it is expected to erect 
this building in the near future, and a part 
of it will be used to provide quarters for the 
hotel employés and for other purposes in 
connection with the operation of the hotel.

Patten a Heavy Buyer and 
Sharp Rally Causes Excite- 
ment Among Speculators. 


GAIN IN OTHER OPTIONS. 


Corn Trade Active, but Prices 
Are Narrow; Short Lines 
Are Completed. 


An advance of 7c imthe price of July wheat 
caused something of a sensation and great 
excitement among the speculative element in 
wheat and caused sympathetic, though 
smaller, advances in other options. The final 
range of prices was %@6%c. The advance 
in July was started by moderate buying of 
small lots by Bartlett, Patten & Co. J. A. 
Rankin then started in bidding it up %c ata 
time and stampeded a lot of small shorts, 
who covered on stop loss orders. At $1.25 
Wightman-Neafus stopped the advance 
with moderate sales. There was a sale at 
$1.25% in the excitement. The July trade, 
however, was not large. and probably not 
over 260,000 bu were traded in between $1.23 
and $1.25%. The actual buying for the day, 
however, and on the advance up to $1.27 was 
estimated at 750,000 bu. A great deal of at- 
tention was attracted to Bennett & Co., who 
covered on a large scale what was presumed 
to be a spread between Chicago, St. Louis, 
and Minneapolis. 

Weather Governs Trade. 

The selling of July in St. Louis by J. T. 
Milliken was said to be heavy and corre- 
sponded with the heavy covering in this mar- 
ket. The general conditions, which were 
contingent upon the weather almost entire- 
ly, were principally responsible for the high- 
ly speculative trade. amage reports came 
in thick and fast from the agricultural dis- 
tricts, many stating that the thrashers were 
having great difficulty in getting their ma- 
chines through the grain, which is in shock 
and thoroughly ripe, and heavy losses were 
reported from shelling. The official forecast 
was for more wet and unsettled weather in 
the winter wheat belt, and this also con- 
tributed to the strength shown, as it indi- 
cates further delay in the replenishing of the 
entirely depleted stocks of wheat here and 
eleewhere. Reports came in from Missouri, 
Illinois, Indlana, Kentucky. and Tennessee 
showing deterioration of quality of wheat as 
a result of the recent rains and hot weather. 
The’ country canceled more of its former 
sales of wheat to this market. 


Cash Wheat Higher. 


Cash wheat was again higher in the south- 
west, up 5c at Kansas City, and firm to 4c 
higher at St. Louis. It is claimed, however, 
that there is considerable wheat in Kansas 
waiting shipment to Kansas City that hag 
been delayed some by the rail embargoes, due 
to the floods. There is said to be no choice of 
export business. In fact, there were further 
sales both by local and New York export- 
ers, aggregating 200,000 bu. Considerable 
new wheat has been sold to come here, but 
the date of shipment has been deferred from 
that of earlier sales. which are now being 
canceled. The southwestern receipts were 
light, Kansas City and St. Louis only re- 
ceiving 62,000 bu, against 293.000 bu a year 
ago. As the advance in July wheat is equal 
to about 60c a br! in flour. it Is expected that 
the price of the finished article will meet with 
an immediate advance. 

The professional trade and, in fact, the 

trade generally,. keeps selling wheat to 
have some sold short when the moment 
comes for a probable decline. As the wheat 
still fails to come in on account of the delay 
from rains the shorts cover, and have been 
compelled to hake their purchases from new 
short sellers and advance the market upon 
themselves in doing so. While this conges- 
tion exists it is impossible to say where 
advances will cease. Patten Its said to be 
long about 5,000,000 bu July, and Armour 
is credited with holding approximately 15,- 
000,000 bu of September. It was reported 
that a large part of the transactions yester- 
day were between these twointerests. The 
foreign markets were strong and higher, 
with the greatest strength in the nearby 
positions, owing to light offerings and dis- 
appointment in the American movement of 
the new crop. 

Heavy Corn Trade. 

There was a fairly large and general 
trade in corn with final prices ranging 4c 
lower to %ec higher. One of the leading 
shorts in July bought steadily throughout 
the session and it is believed that his 
transactions completed the covering of a 
Hne of shorts. The deferred features were 
only partly affected. Among the leacing 
buyers was Armour, Gerhart and a few 
other prominent traders. Bartlett Patten 
& Co., Logan and Bryan and the _ lodal 
crowd were the principal sellers of Septem- 
ber. The eastern demand for cash corn was 
poor and it was stated that there is nothing 
in sight at the mome€nt to indicate an im- 
provement. There was some increase in 
the sale of corn at stations by farmers, but 
the total was not large. The weather has 
turned fine for the growing crop. Estimated 
cars for today 208. 


Oats Business Light. 


Trading in oats was dull and uninteresting, 
and the trade was overshadowed by the in- 
terest in wheat and corn. Last prices were 
lec lower to %c higher. The buying of Sep- 
tember was a little better than in the other 
months. Buckley was a fair buyer of Sep- 
tember, but his operations were supposed to 
be for a local short. The bulk of the selling 
was by commission houses. Reports from 
the interior showed that the new grain is be- 
ing harvested under adverse conditions, al- 
though there was slight improvement in 
some of the best growing sections. 


Rye Market Is Stronger. 

Rye was firmer. September closed at 79c 
bid and 80c asked. No. 2 was quoted 81@82c, 
No. 3 TO@78c, No. 4, O@68c. Receipts none. 

Barley was in good request and strong.

Decision That New Tax Valua- 
_ tion Is in Effect May Let 
* City Borrow $16,000,000. 


MANY ASSESSMENTS CUT. 


One Firm Convinces Board of Re- 
view $1,079,000 Should 
Be Knocked Off. 


Attorney General Stead has decided that 
the law establishing a one-third instead of a 
one-fifth valuation for taxing purposes has 
gone into effect, and therefore the local 
boards of review must extend the.taxes for 
1908 in compliance with this law. This de- 
cision will cost Cook county $25,000 addi- 
tional and the cierks of the board of review 
have many weeks of _— work in front of 
them. 

This decision means that the council may 
submit the proposition to the voters at the 
next city election to vote on the proposed 
$16,000,000 additional bonds, and that if the 
referendum carries, the bonds may be issued 
immediately.® 

It also means that the clerks of the board 
of review will have to change every assessed 
valuation on the 1900 tax books, which have 
been turned over to them by the board of 
assessors, making the assessed valuation 
one-third in place of the one-fifth valuation 
carried out by the board of assessors. 

**I have been prepared for this decision,” 
said Chief Clerk Frank Vogler yesterday, 
*“*and I have figured the extra amount ef 
work that will be required will make it im- 
possible for us to turn over the books to the 
county clerk until about Aug. 1, or at least a 
month later than we usually turn them over. , 


Biggest Cut in Assessment. 


Montgomery Ward & Co. got the banner | 


for the biggest cut that the board of review 
has made so far this year. As a result of 
the strong plea put up by W.C. Thorne for 
the company the reviewers knocked off the 
trifling sum of $1,079,000 from the valuation 
placed upon the company’s personal property 
by the board of assessors. 

The board of assessors had figured the 
Montgomery Ward & Co. personal property 
to be worth $2,874,000 In its five locations; 
as against an actual assessment of $1,674,000 
last year, but after talking with Mr. Thorne 
Reviewer Fred W. Upham cut the assessors’ 
figures to $1,795,000 and affixed his initials
